Premier | olag, 
Aschith Spoke for fifty minutes in pre- 
senting the Government's motion for the 
new war-credits. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Reginald McKenna, followed

The point emphasized by Premier As- 
quith was not thé enormous-total neces- 
sary for the War, but the fact that by 


Government had. succeeded in holding 
down. the expenditure well below £5,- 
000,000 a day, which figure he thought};

Turkey’s Business. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Reports’ coming from Washington inform 
us that Secretary Lansing, at the direction 
of President Wilson, has cabled a. protest 
about the Armenian question to be delivered 
to the: Ottoman, Government by the United 
States Acting Ambassador, While the news 
concerning the action of Washington may 
not be true, it is pertinent to add a few 
remarks which will refresh our memories of 
the days when Rustemn Bey was the topic 
of the day. It will be remembered that: a 
press statement made by Rustem Bey led 
to a-controveray on account of thé allusions 
made on the internal affairs of the United 
States and ended in his being - declared 
persona non grata and his leaving the coun- 
try. 

Clearly an instruction to the Constantinople 
Embassy, such as outlined, is nothing less 
than directly interfering with the private 
affairg of the, Ottoman Government! A 
course like this is untenable; not only because 
of the accept€éd code in interna rela- 
tions but also becatise of the obvious incon- 
sistency involved in it. In such a case no- 
body. will -be- surprised to see the Ottorian 
Government act aftér the’ precedent estab- 
lished long ago and. lately confirmed by. the 
‘Government of the United States. Indeed, 
Turkey will not only refuse’to acknowledge 
the right of a foreign power to interfere in 
her own affairg but will consider it an un- 
friendly act to send warnings which may 
be construed as interference with her internal 
Policy.
